The police are still pursuing their investig- 
ations at the house and t place is sur- 
rounded by an immense crowd eager to learn 
rg bangs that can be learned of a tragedy 
the like of which has never occurred here. 
The authorities are seeking to trace every 
movementof Williams while he was in this 
country. They have traced a large and 
heavy box belonging to Williams to the rail- 
Way Station of Plymouth. The bvox, 
which was addressed ‘‘Mrs. Holds,’’ was 
sent by Williams. It has never been calied 
for,and much cufiosity is felt to learn its 
contents.

WITHOUT A RIVAL. 

The more the facts in this strange case are 
brought to light the stronger grows the belief 
that Williams is the most consummate, 
cold-blooded villain that this or any other 
country has ever produced. Atheory is ad- 
vanced that he was insane, but there 
is too much method in his mad- 
ness for this theory to gain any 
credence. He certainly seems to have 
had a mania for marrying, and nothing 
seems to have deferrea him from putting 
his wives out of the way Or- 
Ger to contract another Dbigamist mar- 
Mage. The case in all its details is 
the most horrible and appalling that has 
ever blotted the pages of criminal history. 
The police believe that he has 
committed other murders than those 
which are now known, and the authorti- 
ities at every place he is known or supposed 
to have ever visited have been notified to 
eee his movements in their respective lo- 
calities. 


UNPARALLELED CRIMES. 


RECORD OF THE BUTCHERIES SUPPOSED TO 
HAVE BEEN COMMITTED BY THE RIPPER. 


The arrest ofthe man Arthur Wiliams at 
Melbourne, Australia, brings vividly to mind 
the horribly atrocious crimes committed in 
the slums of Whitechapel, London, by a 
fiend whom all the world calls Jack the 
Ripper. The London police are credited 


with the statement that a full investigation 
will reveal the fact that Williams is the mys- 
terious Kipper who has for nearly four years 
baffled the skill of Scotland Yard’s best man- 
hunters. 

The number of the murders done by the 
hand of the unknown, their peculiar char 
acter and the evident insane ferocity which 
instigated them have excited attention 
everywhere. At a time when steam 
and electricity have made the earth smal! 
and the task of policing it proportionately 
easy it would seem impossibie that such a 
succession of mysterious murders could be 
undertaken withimpunity. There is nothing 
like it outside the pages of the crim- 
inal romances of French literature. 
The crimes were all committed itn a thickly 
settled portion of the most populogs city in 
the worid. Some of them have been done 
within sound of the footsteps of the watch- 
man on his beat, and while the gray light of 
early day was chasing less audacious law- 
breakers totheir hiding places. Yet in each 
case the murderer escaped discovery. He 
left absolutely nothing behind him that couid 
reveal his identity. There bas been but one 
clew trreach case, aint That was the corpse of 
the victim. 

The first victim fell under his knife in the 
latter part of July, 1888. It attracted little 
attention, but a second one in the sanice 
locality, following soon after, revived recol- 
lection of the first and served to establish a 
connection between the two. 

On the morning of Aug. 31, 1888, the inhabi- 
tants of the newspaper-reading world were 
advised that a murder had taken place in 
Whitechapel exactiy similar in its more 
nauseating details totwocrimes of previous 
oceurrence. It wasthenthat the identity of 
the criminals in each case was first suspected, 
Two weeks before a woman had been killed 
in Spitalfields, herthroatcut and her body

THE REDS’ REVENGE 


Attempt Made to Dynamite a Judge for 
Sentencing Anarchists. 


A STORE-HOUSE OF EXPLOSIVES FOUND 
BY THE PARIS POLICE. 


The Garza Movement Ridiculed in Mexico— 
Hungary’s Financial Budget—Balfour 
Defended—English Miners to Resume 
Work Monday-—The Guenzburg In- 
debtedness—General Foreign News. 


LIEGE, March 17.—As announced in these 
dispatches yesterday three Anarchists who 
had stolen 500 pounds of dynamite froma 
mill and ‘afterwards attempted to blow up 
the magazine at the mill, were sentenced 


pone to fifteen years, and the other twoto 


twelve years penal servitude each. These 
sentences aroused the ire of the prisoners’ 
fellow Anmarchists and they determined if 
possible to take revenge. The object of their 
vengence pas the Presidentof the Assize 
Court who had sentenced the culprits. This 
morning a dynamite cartridge was dis- 
covered at the door ofthe residence of the 
President of the court. Fortunately it was 
found before it was exploded and conse- 
quently no harm was done. An inquiry into 
the affair is now going on. 

The police search of the lodgings of An- 
archists in Paris continues. Sixty suspects 
were arrested in a hotel in the Rue Arbre Zec. 
Those who gave a satisfactory account of 
themselves were afterward released. The 
lodgiggs of an Anarchist named Cazeau were 
searched by the police and they were re- 
warded by the discovery of a number of 
phials containing chloride of potassium and 
hydrsa-chioric acid. Several pans containing 
a suspicious looking mixture were also found. 
All the chemicals were discovered concealed 
ina cupboard. Cazeau was arrested, but be 
refuses to make any explanation of what he 
intended to do with the chemicals. Chiorate 
of pottasium and hbydra-chioric acid are 
active ingredients in the manufacture of ex- 
plosives. Experts will examine the mixture 
found in the pans. It is reported to-day that 
the police are on the track of the man who 
caused the explosion at the. Lobau Barracks 
Tuesday morning. 

The police of Berlin to-day searched the 
lodgings of several Anarchists who have 
made themselves conspicuous of late, and 
setzed a number ofinflammatory pamphlets. 
They arrested two men—a compositor anda 
metal turner.

SCHNEIDER HANGED 


The Vienna Murder Monster Strangled 
to Death. 


HORRIBLE SCENE OF BARBAROUS TOR- 
TURE ON THE GALLOWS 


Two Horse-Slaughterers Assist the Kid- 
Gloved Executioner—The Wife of the 
Gibbeted Man Must Serve a Life Sen- 
tence— History of Their Atrocious 
Crimes. 


VIENNA, March 17.—Though the trial of the 
Schneiders, Franzand Rosalie, forthe mur- 
der of servant girls, attracted to the court- 
room such crowds as have seldom been 
equaled in numbers at any trial ever had 
here, the execution of the man here this 
morning seemed to excite but little interest. 
At 6:30 o’clock asmall crowd collected ontside 
the gloomy iaw courts to Landesgericht 
strasse, attracted by morbid curiosity. They 
could see nothing of the execution, All the 
approaches to the building were strongly 
guarded, and the courtyards were filled with 
military. Asmall courtyardin the center of 
the law courts had been selected asthe piace 
of execution. The gallows, upon which exe- 
cutions take place in other countries, 
was conspicuous by its absence. In its 
stead a broad white stake was firmly im- 
bedded in the ground in an angle of the 
court, The stake was surmounted by a large 
spike. A detachment of military formed a 
cordon a short distance from the stake. 
Their duty was to keep back the eighty privi- 
leged spectators of the execution. These 
consisted of officials, bargisters and fre- 
porters. 

LED TO EXECUTION. 

At 7 o’clock Seyfried, the executioner, with 
his assistants, entered the courtyara. He 
was followed by the judges before whom 
Schneider and his wife had been tried and a 
number of the highest officials. Then came 
Schneider, his strong frame trembling and 
his face ghastly pale. His features had lost 
their look of repuisive ferocity, and by his 
every mannerthe man who strangled with 
his strongé@ands weak and defenseless giris 
showed that his brutal nature was subdued 
and that he was in an agony of fear at the 
fate awaiting him. He was attended by a 
priest, who sought to administer the consola- 
tion of religion to him, but Schnelider’s mind 
was dazed with fear and it is doubtful if he 
heard or at least understood what was being 
said. 

When the condemned man had reached a 


pointin front of the stake the executioner, : 


who wore a high silk hat, fine clothing and 
kid gloves, stepped up to himand dextrously 
pinioned his hands. The executioner’s as- 
sistants, who weretwo horse-slaughterers 
then seized Schneider and placed him direct- 
ly in front of the stake. The condemned man 
was lifted from the ground, anda fearful 
scene followed. 

Schneider immediately kicked his legs in 
every direction and tried frantically to escape 
from the grasp of the brawny men w held 
him, But his efforts were useless, then 
he shrieked: 

‘Oh, no! 
thing!’’ 

This scene 4id not last long, however, for 
Seyfried rushed up the steps that stood De- 
hind the stake and threw the free end of the 
silken loop which was attached to the stake 
around Schneider’s throat, in fact lassoing 
him as he held aloft by the assistants. No 
black cap was used, the executioner making 
his hands do duty in its stead, — 

A HORRIBLE SCENE. 

As the noose passed aroung Schneider’s 
neck the two horse slaughterers dropped 
him. Seyfried pressed his ieft hand heavily 
over the jaw and mouth of his victim, while 
his right hand covered the forehead and eyes. 
At the same time the assistants grasped the 
hanging man by his arms and legs and pulied 
downward with all their strength. Heid in 
this way Schneider was unable to move and 
he was strangled to death. It was nearly 
four minutes before the face ofthe dyin 
man could be seen, Throughthe fngerso 
the executioners the color ofthe flesh was 
discernible. It was a horrible sight and 
many of the spectators were compelied to 
turn away. 

After Schneider had been suspended for 
five minutes, Seyfried, who during the whole 
scene was perfectly cool, twice laid his ear 
against Schneider’s face until he was con- 
vinced that the man was deadand then was 
satisfied. Then he relaxed his grasp of the 
bead and descended the steps, joining his 
assistants, who inthe meantime bad let go 
of the legs and arms, and Schneider’s body 
was left hanging from the stake. The execu- 
tioner was quite neatin his appearance, but 
his assistants were thoroughly repulsive. 

As the Gead murderer hung withthe fatal 
loop around bis neck his features appeared 
composed. A priest now read the service for 
the dead and upon its conclusion the soidiers 
forced the spectators out ofthe courtyard. 

Rsoalie Schneider, the wife and partner in 
the crimes for which her husband paid the 

nalty with his life, is serving a sentence of 
fe imprisonment. One of the provisions of 
her sentence is that for ome day inevery 
week she shall be subjected to solitary con- 
finement in a dark cell. 
CRIMINAL HISTORY. 

The crimes for which Schneider suffered 
death were unparalleled in thelr atrocity, 
and his trial created a great sensation. 
Schneider was 25 y sof e. He was born 
at Amstetten, near Vienna, father being 
a shoemaker of that piace. In 1#s2 be mar 
ried Rosalie, the partner in his crimes. She 
wasa cook and of doubtful character, but 
she had a dowry of 300 suliders, which was 
some attraction for Schneider. After the 
money was spent Schneider lived on the

Heroic Remedy Applied by a New York 
Physician. 


New York, March 17.—A Williamsburg 
physician has affected a cure In the case of a 
patient ina very novel way. The patient’s 
name is Mrs. Mary Marcus. Sheis a woman 
of very nervous temperment and for the past 
four years has developed hysteria, which bas 
been manifested in various ways. Her physi- 
cian is Dr. SUas C. Blaisdell, Mrs. Marcus’ 
latest phase of hysteria was that of 
rapid breathing. On a visit to his 


patient a few days ago the doctor 
found that she was breathing at the rate of 
130 to 140times per minute, and that her res- 
piration,was so violent that it could be heard 
alloverthe house. Her pulse was normal, 
however, although herthroat was more or 
less inflamed and the chest muscles, > 
the strain placed upon them, were giving her 
considerabie pain. She found it impossibie 
to articulate two consecutive words, The 
physician, after examining her, came to the 
conciusion that the case was one of hysteria, 
pureand simple. He applied tue remedies 
usually prescribed in such cases, but found 
that they were useless, and at last concluded 
that ana lto her mentality rather than 
to her bodi y being would be the only way of 
effecting a cure. He was confirmed in his 
belief that hysteria was at the base of her 
trouble, as when she slept her respiration 
was ofa normal kind.

Has Doubled Since 1880, But the Col- 
lector’s Returns Do Not Show It—A 
Tax Loss of $85,000—Some Interesting

The final manufacturing figures before 
Census Superintendent Robert P. Porter sug- 
gest an enormous loss of tax revenue to St, 
Louis from this source. Supt. Porter says 
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thatthe manufacturing product ofthe city 
has doubled since 1880, but Collector Ziegen- 
hein, judging by Comptroller Stevenson’s 
report, has not found it out. 

The manufacturing product of St. Louis in 
1880 was valued at $114,333,375. 

In 1890 this had increased to $228,714,317. 

Of course the city’s income from the tax on 
this product should betwice as much in 1990 
as it was in 1880, but it is not. 

The collections from manufacturers by Col- 
lector Rosenblatt forthe year between April 
18, 1880, and April 13, 1881, were $79,034.40. 

Twice that would be $158, 065. 80, 

The collections by Collector Zilegenhein 
from the same source for the year between 
April 13, 1890, and April 13, 1891, Were $i23,- 


$44.81. 
THE DEFICIT PROVED. 

Here isa deficit of $34,224,49 in the amount 
turned into the city by Collector Ziegenhein, 
accepting his own figures. 

Collector Ziegenhein, before the Council 
Investigating Committee, a short timeago, 
said that he was conscious that he was mak- 
ing a poor showingin the collection of the 
manufacturers’ license tax, but he put the 
Diame on the manfacturers, who, he said, 
wouldn’t pay. 

“Tell us some that won’t pay,’’ demanded 
Councilman Anderson. 

‘*Oh, Ican’t do that,’’ answered the Col- 
lector. ‘‘I don’t want to give them away.’’ 

It is dificult toimagine thatthe manufac- 
turers who gave their estimates of the value 
of their product and the capital invested 
would be childish enough to present a differ- 
ent return tothe Collectorto evade the pay- 
ment ofa very smalitax. It was the opinion 
of at least two members of the Investigating 
Committee that the Collector and his deputies 
had not exercised the diligence the law ex- 
pects of them. 

THE COMPARISON OF 1880. 

Aside from the revenue question, the fig- 

tres which. Superintendent Porter is now 
ready to publish are exceedingly gratifying 
to 8t. Louls business men. In 1880 the stand- 
ing of the large cities with respect to manu- 
facturing was as follows: 
New York. ..$472,926,437' Boston $130.531,993 
Philadelphia 324,342,935 St. Louis... 114,335,375 
Chicago 249,022,948 Cincinnati... 105,259,165 
Brooklyn.... 177,223,142) 

The manufacturing interest of St. Louis has 
doubled in value, but it is not possibie now to 
conmipare its present standing with that of the 
other cities, as their census is not finished. 
The St. Louis census is the first completed. It 
will be noticed that these last figures differ 
from those presented to the Commercial Cluo 
by Supt. Porter when he was here a short 
time ago. They are more pleasing to the 
merchants. When the Superintendent made 
his address he had to refer toan incomplete 
census ofthe city, and consequently he put 
the vaiue of its manufacturing product too 
low by fifteen million. 

The figures upon the different manufactur- 
ing interests are very interesting, as they are 
now announced by the superintendent. Itis 
thought at the Census Bureau that when all 
the figures are announced St. Louis will 
move up ahead of Boston, and will be the 
fifth manufacturing city of the country. 

CAPITAL AND WAGES HERE. 

Accurate comparisons can be made between 
the city’s condition as to manufacturing in 
1680 and now. Then 41,825 people 
were employed, averaging $424.a year in 
Wages. Now 9,610 are at work, the average 
rate of pay being $56 a year. This is an 
increase of $142 a year foreach man, woman 
and child employed by the manufactories. 
The capital invested now is nearly three 
times what it wasthen. In 1880 it was $50,- 
832,885, and now it 1s $140,775,292. The highest 
wages paid employes are by the linseed oil 
factories, about $841 a year, and the lowest 
by the ‘boot and shoe factories, less than 
$450. Fewer children and boys are now em- 
ployed, in spite of the increase in the 
number of the factories, but while only 5,000 
were at work then 15,000 are employed how. 

THE BIGGEST MANUFACTURES. 

The biggest manufactuaing tnterest in &t. 
Louis is brewing. Ten years agothe amount 
invested in this was only $4,184,600. Now itis 
$15,910,417.\ The average wages of the 2,880 
brewery employes are $791, and in 1880 they 
were $474. 

The foundries and machine works are the 
second industry of the city. They employ 
6,845 people, represent a capital of $10,184,926, 
and their production in 1899 was worth 
$11,945, 493. 

Wholesale clothing is the third industry 
and printing the fourth. The only one which 
has declined in the past ten years is the manu- 
facture of iron and steel. The number of 
work in 1889 wasten. Nowit is six. The 
Capital invested was then $6,000,000. Now it is 
only $2,513,761.

Harrington’s Administrator Files a Coun- 
ter Suit Against Clerk Kensfick. 


The State to the use of the administrator of 
the late ex-Sheriff, H. F. Harrington, brought 
suit to-day against Michael J. Kenefick, 
Clerk of the Court of Criminal Correction, on 
his bond for $991.50. The action is an offset to 


e suited recently by Kenefick, asking leave 
of court to pay into court certain Sheriff's 
fees claimed by the city and the adminis- 
trator of Mr. Harrington’s estate. 


Guest-Kellogg Case Non-Suited. 


The Guest-Kellogg damage suit, in which 
J. H. Guest brought sult for $15,000 against 
Rev. R. O. Kellogg, pastor of the Bethel 
Mission, ona charge that Dr. Kellogg had 


influenced Guest’s wife against her husband, 
came toan abrupt termination yesterday in 
Judge Fisher’s court at the close of the piain- 
tifft’s testimony, by the court deciding that 
Guest had failedto prove his case. Guest 
was allowed to takea non-suit or withdraw 
resent action, with the 

bringing another’ suwit 
on the same cause. Guest, 
in his testimony yesterday, exonerated 
his wife from any imputation asto anything 
improper. He had known her, he said, since 
she was 4yearsold. He gavein detall their 
courtship, marriage, and the _ struggles 
of their married life. They were married in 
Indiana, where both were raised. He courted 
her, he said, asa rman, but told her that 
he loved her and world work for her through 
life and do his best to make her happy. This 
he claimed he had done to the best of his 
ability. 

It pained him, he said, to have tosay a 
word against his wife, whom he pronounced 
a@ good, pure woman. There had been no 
trouble tween them, he said, until the 
present difficulty. He blamed Dr. Kellogg 
severely for what he termed interfering too 
much in the affairs of his family. Guest ex- 
plained his want of success in busi- 
ness by stating that it was because 
he could not deny his wife anything. 
Mrs. Guest sat facing her husband, while he 
gave his testimony, and Kept her eyes on his 
face. She betrayed no symptomsof emo- 
tion, however. Beside her sat Mrs. Kellogg, 
the wife of the defendant in the case. 

The cross-examination of Guest was con- 
ducted by Attorney Bass, and was lengthy 
and severe, lasting during most of the after- 
noon. Under the skiliful rn of the 
astute attorney, many damaging admissions 
were elicited trom Guest. In answer 
to questions Guest stated that Dr. Kellogg 
had acted the part of a good friend to him 
and had loaned him money. He denied that 
the present trouble had its beginning when 
Dr. Kellogg attempted to collect the money. 

When Attorney Boemler, Guest’s attorney, 
announced to the court that they rested their 
case, the o sing counsel, of whom there 
were three, Martin & Bassand H. A. Loevy, 
asked the court for an instruction to non-sult, 
which was granted. In passing on the matter 
Judge Fisher said he would be compelled to 
grant the non-suit, as the plaintiff had failed 
to make his case. The Court also stated that 
if alienation of affections was the only alle- 
gation, there might be some ground for 
complaint, for the evidence showed that Mrs. 
Guest had spent more time in Dr. Kellogg’s 
room than perhaps she should. On the 
plaintiff’s own testimony, however, it was 
shown that Mrs. Guest had performed all her 
duties asa wife, and that the plaintiff had 
left his home of hisown accord and had re- 
mained away m it, also voluntarily, and 
that his wife had written to him three times 
asking him toreturn. It wasnota case, the 
court added, in which he was called upon to 
comment, but ifit were he would comment 
severely. 

In justice to himself, Mr. Kellogg to-day 
made public the report of the investigating 
committee of the Bethel Board on his case.

As a 
fitting tribute to the hero whose memory 
the shaft will preserve it proposes to adorn 
it with this inscription: 

‘‘3%) DIED WELL AND FREELY.’’ 
We seize upon this brief but flowing 
sentence as gratifying evidence that the art 
of epitaph writing, which has eontributed 
some of the most remarkable examples of 
the elasticity and richness of the English 
language in existence, but which appears 
to be falling into decay, has not been 
utterly lost. Wedonot hesitate to stamp 
this effort as a gem of its kind. 
{t falls trippingly from the tongue and 
we cannot well imagine a more deliciously 
musical sound than this rippling sentence 
sighing its way through a beautiful pair of 
whiskers. Short and to the point, it is 
yet pregnant with meaning. Although 
accurately describing the free and easy, 
but able mannerin which Mr. WILLIAMS 
died, it affords scope for the imagination. 
It will be a continual source of pleasure to 
the friends of Mr. WILLIAMs to be assured 
by this inscription that he died well and 
was not hampered in his demise by any 
binding conditions. On the other hand it 
will afford posterity food for pleasurable 
speculation to determine whether the epi- 
taph was intended to convey the meaning 
that its victim died in good health or 
thoroughly, that he died several times or 
merely gave up the ghost with great lib- 
erality once. 

But while acknowledging the unique- 
ness and wonderful character of the in- 
scription we cannot refraim from suggest- 
ing that it may be improved by a change 
which will alter the form but preserve the 
freshness and originality of the Jones idea. 
We call it the Jones idea because the 
author of this epitaph cannot conceal his 
identity. It reeks with the genius of 
Jones. Butitis not quite equal to some 
of the flights of genius found in the obit- 
uary columns of Mr. GEORGE WASHING- 
TON CHILDs. It needs the embellishments 
of poesy. Tothisend we humbly suggest 
the following floweret: 
They said, ‘*‘WILLIAMS, 

oner;’’ 
‘*Be durned if I do,’’ he said; 


Then well he yielded up the ghost 

And freely die@ in the head. 

Or, as a more realistic and complete pen 
picture of the event to be immortalized, 
the following may be better: 

WILLIAMS died well and freely, 
The prisoner he died game; 

But though they both died differently, 
They got there just the same. 


If Col. JONES will fit the bent of his mon- 
umental genius to the Childsian mold, he 
will gain for himself a fame as imperish- 
able as the shaft he is about to erect.

C. H. PARKHURsT of the Madison 
Avenue Presbyterian Church in New York 
was rebuked by a Grand-jury for charging 
in a sermon that Tammany’s rule isa 
league with crime, while he failed to sub- 
stantiate his general charges with specifi- 
cations. He then went to work and in his 
pulpit displayed affidavits showing that 
254 saloons were open contrary to law on 
the previous Sunday, and that thirty 
houses of ill-fame were tolerated in the 
precinct in which his church is located. 

Doubtless he might have filled his church 
with affidavits showing that liquor is sold 
on Sundays in every saloon in New York 
contrary to law, but with the tacit consent 
and passive connivance of officers whose 
sworn duty it is to punish such acts by 
fining the guilty, revoking the licenses 
and closing the law-breaking saloons. 

The reply of the officers to this showing, 
however, would have been that a vast 
amount of public money had been ex- 
pended in vain efforts to prevent the sale 
of drinks on Sunday; that it is impossible 
to enforce a law which is against public 
sentiment and which a majority of the 
community assist in breaking and nulli- 
fying; that when you undertake to prose- 
cute misdemeanors aided, abetted, en- 
joyed and upheld by citizens generally 
juries acquit regardless of evidence; the 
few fines imposed are remitted on the 
ground that it is wrong to punish only 
one or two out, of a multitude of guilty 
persons, and the net result is only a use- 
less waste of public money and of time 
which the courts should devote to more 
important results. 

It issoin New York, in St. Louis and 
in every other city, and instead of de- 
nouncing the officers fora deplorable sit- 
uation which they cannot alter, Dr. 
PARKHURST should address his rebukes to 
the legislation which creates such a situa- 
tion and try to reform the law. Ifhe will 
peer a little deeper into the matter, he will 
find that the worst evil of the situation is 
not the unpunished violation of any one 
provision of the law, but the tendency of 
elective officials to treat every provision af 
astatute as a basis of compromise with 
lawbreakers when any one provision of it 
notoriously cannot be enforced. 

The mere fact that the local population 
is against the enforcement of some pro- 
visions of the State dram-shop law in 8t. 
Louis encourages the City Collector to 
nullify any provision he chooses to disre- 
gard, and enables him to wield a Czar-like 
authority which makes his administration 
of the office a most dangerous engine of

Grand-Jury Investigation of Col- 
lector Ziegenhein’s Office. 


Three Formal Oommunications on the 
Subject Opened To-Day. 


NAMES OF WITNESSES ACCOMPANY THE 
CHARGES PREFERRED THEREIN, 


The Investigation Prefaced by Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Zachrits’s Explane- 
tion of the Law Governing the Grand- 
Jury—Zachritz Disclaims Responsi- 
bility for the Investigation—He Will 
Remain Passive While the Grand-Jury 
Acts—Regular Docket Finished. 


The Grand-jury investigation of the ‘‘Zie- 
genheli method’’ of collecting dramshop 
licenses and regulating the unlicensed dram- 
shop traffic began this afternoon, Evidence 
bearing on the ‘‘Ziegenhein method’’ was 
already awaiting the Grand-jury’s action, 
and now that the investigation is opened 
it is expected that much additional 
evidence will come in to that body 
which will greatly factlitnte their work 
of solving the problem ofthe proper collec- 
tion of the city’s rightful revenue from the 
dramshop license source, and of insuring the 
proper granting of Mcenses, the punishment 
and suppression of unlicensed saloons, and 
the protection to reputable saloonkeepers 
and other citizens which is guaraateed by the- 
enforcement of the dramshop license laws, 

GRAND-JURY ANXIOUS TO BEGIN, 

The investigation of Collector Ziegenhein’s 
methods of enforcing these laws was the first 
business taken up bR the Grand-jury when 
finishing the regular docket of court cases 
which awaited their attention, the last case 
on that docket having been disposed of this 
morning. Itis understood that several in- 
formal conferences on the subject had al- 
ready occurred bet ween the members of the 
Grand-jury and Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Zachritz, to whom the body has to look for 
legal guidance in the investigation. Judge 
Normlle’s charge to the Grand-jury, 
especially urging them to look into the 
matter of the proper enforcement of the 
dramshop license laws,had had its effect,and 
that body, itisiearned, made a formal re- 
quest to Mr. Zachritg to bring the dramshop 
license investigation before them the mo- 
ment thatthe regular docket was disposed 
of. This request was preferred several times 
recently, and accordingly, the Assistant Cir- 
cult Attorney made preparations for a 
prompt opening of the investigation. He 
was seen by a Post-DisPpaTtcn reporter 
this morning and asked regarding the lines 
upon which the dramshop license investiga- 
tion would be conducted. 

ATTORNEY ZACHRITZ TALKS. 

‘*There are three communications on the 
subject now awaiting the Grand-jury’sac- 
tion,’’ said Mr. Zachritg. Formal charges 
are preferred against Collector Zlegenhein’s 
management of the dramshoplHcense depart- 
ment of his office, andthe charges are ac- 
companied by the names of witnesses who 
will testify to the truth of the statements 
made therein. Of course, this being the 
fact, the Grand-jury invéstigation can prop- 
erly begin by examination into these cases, 
andthe communications referred to will be 
laid before that body this afternoon. I tfink 
it likely that other charges will come in as 
soon as itis known that the Grand-jury in- 
vestigation has begun. I think it likely 
also that some members of the Grand- 
jury may be in possession of facts bearing 
upon the case which can be brought before 
the Grand-jury and furnish additional ma- 
terial for investigation. Every member of 
the Grand-jury ts sworn to report any in- 
stances of vioiation of the laws that may 
come to his individual knowledge, and sol 
think it probable that there may be such in- 
stances reported bysome of the Grand-jury- 
men themselves. 

A PECULIAR POSITION. 

‘*Now as tothe wayin which the investi- 
gation will be conducted, I would state that 
while I indend doing my duty in the premt- 
ses, I shall let the responsibility for their in- 
vestigation rest upon the Grand-jury, not on 
me. ‘‘I shall give themthe law bearing on 
the sudject, and shall stand ready to advise 
them on all points when they ask my advise, 
but beyonn thatI willnot go. I know this is 
a little -unusual fora Oircuit. Attorney in 
charge ofthe Grand-jury, as the attorney 
himself generally makes the cases submitted 
before the Grand-jury, gathering the eyi- 
dence, etc., but I think it best for me to 
allow the Grand-jury, asfar as possible, to 
conduct this investigation.’’ 

‘*Why have you decided upon this course, 
Mr. Zachritz?’’ the Assistant Oircult Attor- 
ney was asked?’’ 

‘*For tworeasons. The first is that Judge 
Normile’s charge to the Grand-jury especi- 
ally brings before them the matter of an 
investigation of dramshop license collections 
and the regulation of that department of the 
City Collector’s office under the law. Thus 
tne Grand-jury takes up the investigation by 
authority of Judge Normile’s charge. The 
second reason is that I have been charged 
with being so friendly towards Oollector 
Zeigenhein that I could not fairly conduct an 
investigation of his office. 

‘‘Under these circumstances I propose, 
while doing my official duty in the premises, 
to allow the Grand-jury to conduct the in- 
vestigation according to its own ideas, only 
enlightening them on the law as they may 
ask me to do during the investigation,.’’

THE ROBINSON INQUEST. 


Harrison Jones Gives His Testimony To- 
Day. 

The inquest on the body of Mrs. Eltza Rob- 

inson, the colored woman who died at her 


-| home at 2822% Papin street last Tuesday, was 


begun to-day, and the same statements 
were made to Deputy Coroner Meade 
that .had been made to the  0»po- 
lice immediately after the woman's 
death. Mrs, Robinson was of the belief 


that she had been polsoned by Harrison 
Jones, her son-in-law, and told her children 
so. About six weeks ago he ve her some 
brandy to drink and she seemed to think that 
it contained some kind of ison. A few 
hours before her death she pointed to acor- 
ner of the room and exclaimed: ‘‘There he is 
now. There is Harrison Jones. He 
killed me and I never did him any harm.’’ 
Jones was not in the room at the time and 
had not been at the house since Feb. 29, and 
the only persons present were two of her 
daughters. After her death the daughters 
had Dr. Meyer make a post mortem of, her 
body and the doctor reported to the 
Coroner that he found indications or 
symptons of poisoning and this 
report was corroborated yesterday 
by Dr. Brennan, who made a post-mortem at 
the request of the Coroner. Without this 
evidence discovered by the doctors, there 
would be very little for the Coroner to fn- 
vestigate, as the feeling of Mrs. Robinson 
that she was poisoned by Jones was shown 
tohave had no foundation other than her 
dislike of the man and the fact that he gave 
her a little bottle of brandy .to drink 
as an ‘‘appetizer,’’ as he said, several 
weeks ago. Her life was insured, but for only 
$374, and it was for the benefit of a little 
daughter 9 years old, over whom Jones has 
no control. Jones admitted on the witness 
stand that he had lived with Mrs. Robinson 
four gears after her husband had left her and 
that he was going to marry her. He concluded, 
however, thatas she had one husband, it 
would be better for him to take one of her 
daughters, and so he married the second one, 
Mary, and after thatthe old woman soured 
on him, he said, and he seldom visited the 
house except when she was sick, and then he 
went there with his wife. Last October he 
was there and then again about two 
months ago, and the last time on 
Feb. 22. On his visit two months 
azo his mother-in-law was taking some 
medicine which a druggist named Friedewald 
pronounced very bad, saying that the per- 
son from whom they got the medicine ougit 
tobe arrested. brandy he, Jones 
bought her,and shich she thought containe 
ison, he gotata saloon on Fifteenth 
organ streets, and paid 10 cents for it, 
He never bougiitany poisonin his life, ex- 
cept a box of Rough-on-Rats, which he got 
three or four years ago to kill some rats 
with, and he hadn’t seen the box for three 
ears. Jones’ wife sides with her sisters in 
he belief that her mother was poisoned, and 
as soon as the old lady Gied, she left her hus- 
bandand told him to-day that she would 
have nothing more to do with him.

This morning at 2:30 o’clock a fire started in 
the rear of Nos. 811 and 818 North Second 
street which destroyedthe entire builaing 
and damaged the adjoining property to a 
considerable extent before it was stopped. 
The Fire Department did excellent work, 
however, confining the fire to the single 
building, as the streets and alleys there are 
vory narrow and have a great many tele- 
graph wires and poles. The buliding in which 
the fire started was completely destroyed, 
all of the floors and the roof having fallen in 
and the north wall being partially destroyed. 
The fire started at 2:30 o’clock and was first 
seen by the private watchman for the 
Branch-Crookes Saw Co. and reported by 
him to the police officer onthe beat, who 
immediately turned in an alarmfrom box 
No. 511 at the corner of Second street and 
Franklin avenue. By thetime the first en- 
gine arrived the fire had made rapid head- 
way upward and toward the front of 
the building. As soon as it was 
seen that the fire had a start, a sec- 
ona and then a third alarm were sent in from 
the same box. The relief engines arnved 

romptly but had some difficulty in getting 
ines of hose tothe fire because ofthe nar- 
row limits to whichit was confined and the 
narrow streets. The attention ofthe whole 
available force was cehtered upon keeping 
the fire within its original bounds and this 
was done. 

THE BUILDING BURNED. 

The bullding burned was occupied on the 
first two floors by the St. Louis Screw Co., on 
the third by the Central Union Brass Co., and 
on the fourth by the Mound City Boot & Shoe 
Co. The building proper belonged to the 
Kingland estate and was rented out by the 
Central Union Brass.Co,, of wnich Mr. Kings- 
land ig president. To the south, directly ad- 

oining the burned building, is one occupied 

y J. D. Street & Co., manufacturers of bDelt- 
ing. packing andleather. This building and 
stock was damaged to the extent of about 
$1,000, Dy water and breakage. On the 
north, separated by a narrow alleyway, 
is the building occupied jointly by the Cen- 
tral Union Brass Co. and the Branch-Crookes 
Saw Co. The office of the saw company on 
the first floor was flooded with water, but 
nearly all the furniture, being well covered 
by the Salvage Corps tarpaulins, sustained 
very little damage. On the second floor 
water did some damage, but not enough to 
entall any serious loss.. The fire was com- 
pletely uader control by 5 o’clock, when most 
of the extra engines were sent home. 

About forty men are compere. thrown 
out of employment by the fire, as both the 
brass company and the shoe company em- 
ployed a considerable force of men. 

THE LOSS. 

The loss on the stock and building destroyed 
is estimated at $15,000. Mr. George Kingsland, 
President of the Central Union Brass Co., 
said: ‘‘It isbardtotell exactly now what 
the losses are. Weown all three buildings 
downto the corner. I would estimate the 
loss though at about $15,000. Everything is 
well insured, however, and we will soon 
have things straightened out.’’ 

All the burned out firms will resume busi- 
nome as soon as they can find temporary loca- 
tions.

The two Indian biacksmiths are Apaches, 
from San Carlos, Ariz. They area part ofan 
experiment being made by the War Depart- 
ment. Some of the caval regiments are 
now allowed to enlist Indians as regular 
soldiers, one company to each regiment. 
These Indians were enlisted and sent to Jef- 
ferson Barracks for instruction. They will 
be assigned to an Indian troop of one of the. 
regiments which has Apaches enlisted and 
sent off to join the commandin New Mexico 
or Arizona next month. Meanwhile they are 
being taught to be useful.

Gloomy skies and cold weather did not 
dampen the spirits of the sons and daughters 
of Erin on this, their day of national 
'gejoicing. Despite the rude breath of March, 
the children of the Emerald Isle were abroad 
‘to-day wearing the emblematic trefoil. 
‘ There is no evidence that the patriotic senti- 
ment among Irishmen is dying out, as some 
would assert, for the shamrock, the recog- 
nized emblem of their race was 


very conspicuous 
The green flags which used to float so gally 
from the street cars were missing, but the 
saloonkeepers still tacked the green flags 
upon their lintels and their patriotism seemed 
to bring patrons. The cold weather was 
‘ more suitable to marching than on-looking, 
but despite wind and weather the crowds De- 
gan gathering on the Street asearly as noon 
and lined up on the curbstone along the line 
of march. Lucas Square was well filled with 
people an hour before the time announced 
for forming the line of parade. The different 
divisions were greeted with cheers as they 
wheeled into the square, and the Grand 
Marshal and his staff were givena great ova- 
tion. The hour set for starting was 2 0’clock, 
bat it was considerably later before the 
mounted aides and foot divisions were 
in marching order. Both in point of 
numbers and picturesque effect the parade 
was superior to those of past years. The large 
number of gaily caparisoned riders was a 
unique, and striking feature. The idea 
was original with Grand Marshal 
John J. O’Connor, and it proved a very 
striking feature. The bright costumes and 
military bearing of the Zouaves 
elicited great admiration along 
the route. The shortening of the 

line of march redounded most advantag- 
eously to the procession, asit did away with 
straggling and any signs of weariness among 
the meninline.

CHURCH SERVICES. 


CELEBRATION OF THE DAY AT ST. PATRICK’S— 
SERMONS AT OTHER CHURCHES. 


The feast of St. Patrick was celebrated in 
allthe English-speaking Catholic churches 
this morning. Special services were held in 
St. Patrick’s Church on Sixth and Biddle 
streets this morning at 10 o’clock. , The 
church was crowded to the doors in anticipa- 
tion of hearing the panegyric tobe delivered 


by Father Charles of the Passionist Fathers 
of Hoboken, N. J. At the appointed time 
Father Charles spoke from the altar steps, 
and delivereda most eloquent oration upon 
the life and work of St. Patrick andthe re- 
sults thereof, which are so noticeable to-day, 
He began by givingin simple but strong lan- 
guage the life history of St. Patrick, how when 
he wasa young man he served two terms 
of bondage among the pagans, and met with 
from the beginning what seemed insur- 
mountable difficulties. The work before him 
was nothing more or less than the conversion 
of the entire pagan nation, strongly bound 
to its religion by rite dsuperstition reach- 
ing back into the dark ages. With ali of these 
diniculties to contend against, St. Patrick 
set forth armed only with his 
implicit and unquestioning faith and 
performed the task set for him. As an evyi- 
dence of the permanency of his work, Father 
Charles then set forth the condition of the 
Irish people. After centuries of trouble and 
famine and hardships, the Irish people were 
known from one end of the world to the other 
and by all people as stanch followersof St. 
Patrick and ever efficient disciples of the 
church. 

Ever since the day of St. Patrick the Irish 
people were distinguished as Catholics, and 
to bean Irishman implied always being a 
Catholic. Father Charles closed his address 
with an urgent appeal to all the Irish to 
maintain the high standard attained and to 
keep up that strong association that always 
existed between the Catholic Church and the 
Irish people. Adouble choir sang mass to- 
day and prayers appropriate to the day were 
offered. Rev. Father James McCaffery, the 
pastor of the church, sang solemn high mass,

FOSTER EXPLAINS. 


Taken to Task for Calling Irishmen “‘Flan- 
nel-Mouthed.’”’ 


New YorxK, March 17.—About 10 o’clock 
O’Donnovan Rossa arrived at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel to see Secretary Foster. 
He wanted the Secretary to explain 
what he meant by speaking of ‘‘flannel- 
mouthed’’ or ‘‘clam-mouthed Irishmen.’’ 
The Secretary refused to see Mr. Rossa, The 
Secretary was seenthis afternoon and made 
the following statement in reference to his 
trip and more especially in regard to the 
terms ‘‘flannel mouth,’’ or ‘‘clam mouth 
Irishmen,’’ alleged tohave been uttered in 
an interview. 


‘*‘I certainly made use of no such terms as 
are imputed to me, or no word derogatory to 
the Irish character. Neither did I have an 
interview with any one for publication. 

‘*The cig & Ilimagine, grew out of acon- 
versation which I had in my rooms with a 
number of friends and callers. The subject 
ofimmigration, which is one of great in- 
terest to Englishmen just now, was 
being discussed... In speaking of the 
character of the immigration coming toour 
shores, Iincidentally touched upon the ease 
which Irish children dissimilated themselves 
from the characteristics of their parents 
when they arrived here, and be- 
came thoroughly Americanized. Even 
among the common classes of 
Irish immigrants was this. noticeable. 
The same,I said, could be saifi of the Ger- 
man emigant who soon becameembued with 
American ideas, 

‘*This was in contrasttothe Norwegians, 
Danish and the people from the south of 
Europe, who were slower in assfinilation and 
who maintained the characteristics of their 
nationalities for a longer period.’’

THE BEHRING SEA QUESTION. 


fummary of the Points at Issue in the 
Pending Controversy. 

The controversy in relation to the fur seal 
fisheries in Behring Sea antedates by many 
years the purchase of Alaska by the 
United States. When Alaska was a 
province of Siberia, and under the 
Russian Government,-the fishing of seal 


by non-Russian vessels within the seas 
bounded on the south by the Aleutian Islands 
was prohibited. Some nations made no ob- 
ection to this proposition, agreeing 

o the claim made Uy the _ Rus- 
sians that the sea was a mare 
clausam. When the United States purchased 
Alaska from the Russians, it was subrogated 
toall the Russian rights. It was pot un- 
til the country had passed into the control 
of the United States that the full value of the 
fisheries became apparent. Then it wag that 
British vessels, principally Oa lan, 
swarmed in the waters of the Aleutian 
Islands. Hence arose the controversy. 

It was admitted that no foreign vessel had 
a right to fish within three imiles of the 
shore, but it was claimed that the sea was 
partof the Pacific Ocean and not a.closed 
sea, and that therefore all nations had 
equal rights of fishing in its waters. The 
seals, while swimming from their breeding 
grounds to the various | islands, . were 
slaughtered in immense numbers, and of 
these but a small percentage were saved. 

The United States Government sent war 
vessels to the AlasKan waters to prevent 
poaching, and many Canadian masters of 
sealing ships were arrested. 

The English Government took the matter 
up and protested against the arrest of English 
sailors on the high seas. The United States 
Government replied by claiming that both by 
nature and treaty the waters around the 
Alaskan islands constituted a closed sea, and 
that therefore the United States could regu- 
late the fisheries, 

This js the gistofthe matter under nego- 
tiation at the present time. While affairs 
were being settled the English Government 
agreed to what is Knownasthe modus vi- 
vendl, by which sealing should be prohibited, 
except as regulated by United States law, 
untila determination should be arrived at. 
Itis this modus vivendi that the English 
government has recently refused to renew. 
The question of its renewal pending the ar- 
bitration ofall the questions entering into 
the subject of control of the seal fisheries is 
the matter now at issue between the United 
States and the British Goveroment.

TESTIMONY OF INSPECTOR AT THE IN- 
QUEST TO-DAY.

He Was Informed by Some One OCon- 
nected With the Establishment That 
They Had No Elevator—The Rope Was 
Defective—What Mr. Rohan Will Do for 
the Dead Men’s Families. 


The Coroner’s inquest inthe Rohan Bros.’ 
elevator atcident case was resumed this 
morning by Deputy Coroner Chas. E. Meade. 
The only witngss examined was Oscar T. 
Buchanan, whd testified that he lived at No. 
6412 Old Manchester Road and was a deputy 
elevator inspector, his district being that in 
which the Rohan Bros. Manufacturing Co,.’s 


place is located. 

Witness had never inspected the Rohan 
elevator before the accident, but had in- 
spected it since. Had called at the Rohan 
Bros’. place about two years agoand was 
then tola that they had no elevator, Didn't 
remember who it was that had told him,-but 
thought it was one of the Rohans, Witness 
again visited the Rohan’ Bros’. place 
about three months ago and asked 
4f there .was ap elevator in the 
building. Was told that there was not. Wit- 
ness thought that probably the proprietors 
hhd considered their elevator, running only 
eighteen feet to the second story, a hoist,and 
not an elevator. , 

THE ROPE DEFECTIVE. 

Witness did not make a thorough examina- 
tion of the Rohan elevator aftertthe accident 
resulting in the death ofthe three men, but 
found that the strands of the rope were 
defective In several places. It was 
a six-strand rope, and the wires in some of 
the strands were broken. -It would take an 
expert to discover the defective places. The 
rope was a %-inch one. Witness did not 
know how many wires were broken, but the 
defective part of the rope extended about 
five or six feet. It was apparently an old 
rope. Witness couid not tell how long the 
wires may have been defective before the ac- 
cident. 

The taking of evidence in the case closed at 
this point, but Deputy Coroner Meade an- 
nounced that a verdict would not be rendered 
before to-morrow, as he desired to have the 
transcript of all the testimony before him

MR. ROHAN’S OFFER. 

Mr. Philip Rohan of the Rohan Bros. Man- 
ufacturing Co., accompanied by his at- 
torney, Mr. Franklin Ferriss, was 
present during the testimony given by 
Elevator Inspector Buchanan. Mr. Robanis 
not inclinedto await the result of the coro- 
ner’s inguest in the case, but has already 7 
made a generous offer to the tamilies of 
Foreman Henry Keiser, Frank Conn and 
Hugh Duffy, the three men killed by the fall 
ofthe Rohan elevator last Monday morning. 
The offer is stated by Attorney Ferriss as 
follows: 

‘*‘Mr. Rohan feels that something is due 
from him tothe families of the men killed, 
and has already taken steps to show that he 
is willing to do what any one would consider | 
the right thing. Henry Keiser, the foreman 
who was killed, has worked for the Rohans 
for twenty years past, and speaking of him 
the day of the accident Phil Rohan said: 

‘* ‘Keiser was like a brother of mine, and as 
long asI havea dollarin the world his wife 
and family are welcome to half of it.’ 

‘*He has since then seen the families of the 
dead men and told them that he would Keep 
their husbands’ names on the Rohan Bros,’ 
payroll at the same wages they had received 
while living, andthat this would be done for 
a reasonable numberof years. All that the 
widows of the men killed would have to do 
would be to cometcethe Rohan Bros.’ place 
every Saturday and draw the money. This 
was a voluntary offer of Mr. Rohan’s, and it 
seems to me to be a generous Offer. 
No certain time was set for 
this plan of supporting the 
families of the dead men to continue, and in- 
deed there has yet been no formal conference 
on the subject. Idonot know what arrange- 
ment will tinally be arrived at. . 

‘*Phil Rohan told the dead men’s wivesthat 
he and the other men under him would work 
all the harder at the factory so that this sys- 
tem of paying the waxes of Keiser, Conn and 
Duffy to their widows would not fall too 
heavily upon the firm. There is bo question 
but that the Rohans are willing and anxious 
to do all in their power to help the families of 
the men killed in their factory last Monday.’’

CONFEDERATE HOME 


Plans for the Main Building Are 
7 Finished. — 


A HANDSOME STRUCTURE WITH LARGE 
ACCOMMODATIONS. 


A Description of the New Building to Be 
Erected at the Retreat in Higginsville— 
How the Movement was Started and 
Carried Through— Something About 
the Cottage Fund. 


By next fall a new and spacious retreat for 
the ex-Confederate soldiers and sailors will 
be ready for occupancy at Higginsville in 
Lafayette County, 12 miles from Lexington 
on the Chicago & Alton and Missouri Pacific 
railways. A house for these old comrades in 
arms was established at Higginsville by the 
Ex-Confederate Association of Missouri about 
ayearagoona tract of 362 acres of ground 
purchased especially for that purpose. 

Prior to its present occupancy the property 
was a fertile farm, all in a high state of cult!- 
vation. Theold farm house was made the 
nucieus fer the retreat and is used to-day in 
connection with eleven comfortable cottages 
affording accommodations for fifty-seven 
veterans of the lost cause. All this has been 
accomplished within the brief space of two 
years, money for that purpose having been 
contributed from nearly every county in the 
State. The farm cost $13,097.70, and nearly 
as much more money was expended in the 
improvement and mainteinance of the home 
at the time that secretary W. P. Barlow’s re- 
port ofthe association was published last 
August. From this report itis apparent that 
all persons who served in the Confederate 
army, navy or civil service, residents of the 
State of Missouri one year prior to Dec. WW, 
1890, are eligible for admission to the Home, 
and the wives, widows and orphans of 
such individuals are also entitled 
to admission. Under these liberal 
conditions the Home has already§ been taxed 
to its full capacity, andthe demands for ad- 
ditional quarters forthe accommodation of 
other needy applicants. became urgent. It

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Bad Outlook in Ohio—An 80 Per Cent 
Crop in Indiana. 

COLUMBUS O., March 17.—The State Board 
of Agriculture has not attempted to prepare 
acrop bulletin since the first of the year. 
The information received shows that at the 
beginning of March Ohio was ina deplorable 
condition, due to continued unfavorable 
conditions of weather from seeding time to 
that date. At that time it was difficult to see 


how Ohio wheat could yield halfan average 
crop. Therecent freezing weather with no 
snow to protect the wheat must have put it 
in an even worse condition, although no 
official information is at hand. 


WINTER WHEAT IN INDIANA, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 17.—The State 
Board of Agriculture is in receipt of reports 
regarding the winter wheat from ali sections 
of the State, Indicating that the damage by 
recent frosts is not as great as the conditions

NEW BATTLE-SHIPS. 


Secretary Tracy Urges the Importance of 
Greater Appropriations. 


NEW YorxK, March 17.—The report with 
which Chairman Herbert of the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairsaccompanies the na- 
val appropriation bill deprecates the sugges- 
tion of any additional battle-ships, in view 
of the fact that the Bethlehem and Carnegie 
plants will not be able to supply the needed 
armor- plate. 

‘*Idonotagree with Mr. Herbert,’’ said 
Secretary Tracy emphatically yesterday. 
‘*We need the battle-ships, and they ought 
to be built. More than that, when the armor 
is needed it will be ready. Both the Beth- 
lehem and the Carnegie works have been per- 
fecting their plants, and by the ist day of 
July the two will be able to turn 


out 700 tons ofarmor amonth. This will an- 
able us to continue the work uninterrupted- 
ly and at the end of two years they wiil have 
furnished all the armor needed for the 
ships now in process of construction. If 
Congress will make nowan appropriation 
for one or more battle ships, the plants will 
be in condition to supply their plants by the 
time that stage of work shall have been 
reached. 

**The act providing forthe construction of 
three splendid battle ships, went into effect 
June 80, 1890. The contracts were adver- 
tised on the day following and the work was 
expedited as rapidly as possible. Notwith. 
Standing that fact, the vessels are not yet 
ready for their armor, although nearly 
two years have elapsed since the 
proposals were advertised. So it will be with 
any additional battleships that Congress 
may authorize. By the time the armor is 
needed our plants will be ready to supply it. 
Nota dollaris drawn from the Treasury for 
naval purposes until the work that the money 
represents has been absolutely performed. 
If new battleships were authorized a com- 
paratively small amount would be needed for 
next year, but if we wait until that time he- 
fore beginning the work it simply delays us 
that much, 

**If we cannot geta battleship or two, we 
ought to have an appropriation for ten new 
torpedo boats. They are invaluable in time 
ofwar. They cost comparatively little and 
the expense of keeping them in commission 
is relatively small. Heretofore we have not 
built torpedo boats because we had no tor- 
pedoes to putin them. Now we have the 
torpedoes, the next thing is the boats. If 
Congress should authorize the construction 
of ten torpedo boats, they could be built at 
an average of $90,000 each, One 
milion dollars would certainly cover 
the entire outlay. It would not be necessary 
to build these boats at the large shipyards. 
I should favor, if possible, allowing the ship- 
duilding firms along the lakes and in the 
Mississippi Valley and elsewhere to con- 
tract for them. That scatters the money 
overagreater area of country and helps to 
build up the interocean yards. ‘The Dubuque 
works are now building a topedo boat on the 
Mississippi River at that point, andI should 
be giad if other boats are authorized to have 
thein constructed by five different firms. 

‘Then, too, we ought to have a few small 

unboats such as were recommended in my 
ast annual report for river service in fore 
waters. These boats,as I have repeatedly 
stated, may have an ae displacement of 
from 8,000 to 12,000 tons each. They would be 
use'ul on the China station and they could be 
equally serviceable in case of trouble with 
smal! countries like Hayti, Nicaragua, Guate- 
mala and Salvador, which have no navies, 

They could be made very Speedy and carry a 
number of rapid-firing guns, which would 
make them as serviceable, under the circum. 
stances, as a large cruiser, like the Balti 
more or the New York. In other words,

We have aiso invited allthe 
maritime nations of the world to participate 
in the gathering,and many of these countries 
I have no doubt, like Great Britain, France, 
Germany, gee and other great continental 
ber will be represented there. We must 

ave a fund out of which to entertain their 
officers. It may not be necessary to expend 
the $250,000. Certainly not a dollar will be 
spent unnecessarily. Butit would be folly 
to attempt an enterprise of this magnitude 
with any less sum.’’

WILL DEFY THE EXCHANGE, 


Curb and Privilege Trading Go on as 
Usual. 


The question of irregular trading by mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Exchange is by no 
means settled yet. The opponents of these 
transactions believed that they had scored 
a victory when the Commercial Board 
passed a resolution agreeing not te 
hold any further meetings. This morn- 
ing, however, a bnew aspect was placed on 
the situation. The Commercial Board can, it 
was stated, pass such a resolution, but has 


no power to prevent its members from 
assembling and doing sucb curb trad- 
ing as they choose. The difficulty 
of handling the matter became apparent as 
soon as @ paper Was passed around for signa- 
ture, by which the signers agreed to abstain 
from trading outside of reguiar hours. Man 

signed, but others declined to do so. and it is 
agreed that the abstention from curb trading 
must be practically universal in order to ac- 
com plish the end in view. Should one or two 
strong firms persist in continuing the prac- 
tice, all the rest will be obliged to follow suit 
as a measure of self protection. Justat 
present, it is argued, the temptations to curb 
trading and dea:ing in privileges are greater 
than they have ever been before. The prac- 
tical stoppage of these lines of business in 
New York and Chicago has greatly increased 
the clientele of &t. Louis, and a number of 
cealers who, under ordinary circumstances. 
would care little for privilege trading, now 
find ita very lucrative occupation and one 
that they are not willing to surrender. That 
no penalty can beinfitcted under the present 
rules is now almost untversally aamitted. 
Legal advice has been taken. and the 
hoard of directors have decided that they 
will not attempt toimpose fines, but if the 
curb and privilege tradingis not given up 
voluntarily will attempt to pass new rules 
that shall be effective, as the old ones are 
not. This, however, will take time. The 
dealers whoare interested in curb and priv-
